Thrilled By Battlefield 


A roaming British Journalist, an 
outstanding columnist for the Lon­ 
don Christian World, fresh with 
memories of his visit to Gettysburg 
aired back. to his newspaper a story 
that measures Gettysburg pride and 
something of the pride which all 
Americans feel as they stand for 
the first time on the battlefield 
hallowed by Civil War dead and 
dedicated by Lincoln’s immortal ad­ 
dress. 
The article by Harold G. Newsham 
follows: 
Ninety years ago this summer, 
Gettysburg entered history. It did 
so by accident. Two great armies, 
without any deliberate design, sud­ 
denly discovered that they were 
practically at tach other's throats 
on the outskirts of this little umn 
Lee decided quickly to Join combat 
on a major scale. For three days, 
mnety-three thousand men of the 
Army of the Potomac, and only 
twenty thousand less of the Con­ 
federate 
Army, 
were 
locked 
in 
deadliest conflict. The total casual­ 
ties were over fifty thousand. 
In one of the most courageous 
offensives of all time, before or 
since, Pickett’s Division of 4,500 
men—the flower of the Virginian 
forces—plunged into the shrapnel 
and canister of the Union, in central 
support of a vaster mass assault. 
Only when 3.400 of those men lay 
on the field, with not a brigade or 
regimental 
commander 
left, 
did 
Pickett's Division 
admit 
repulse. 
The South, though still able to 
continue the 
war, was mortally 
weakened. Gettysburg was the high- 
water-mark 
of 
its 
campaigning 
Thereafter the tide of fortune had 
decisively turned.

The visitor to tile battle ground 
today, especially if he can come 
to ft in solitude, before the crowd 
of 
sightseers 
has 
arrived, 
feels 
himself on hallowed earth. As far 
as the eye can reach, there are 
monuments 
and 
statues, 
ai most 
every one of them arresting, which 
commemorate the part played in 
the fateful struggle by the partici­ 
pating States, and by outstanding 
leaders. 
Symbolic Shrine 
This unique operj-air memorial 
enshrines the blood by which the 
United 
States 
was 
saved 
from 
disastrous division. But it also does 
aomething more. When a fracture 
is healed, the site of the break can 
become the strongest part of the 
bone. Thus is it at Gettysburg. 
Both North and South are united 
there now, more mystically than by 
any ties of a written covenant, be­ 
cause the dust of their dead is 
comingled there.
